THE GRAND JURY CHARGES THAT: 

INTRODUCTION

At all times relevant to this indictment:

1.  Defendant MICHAEL J. McKENNA was the president, laboratory director

and owner of defendant BLUE MARSH LABORATORIES, INC. (hereafter “BLUE MARSH”), 

located at 1605 Benjamin Franklin Highway, Douglassville, Pennsylvania.  McKENNA, a

chemist with a bachelor of science degree in chemistry, was experienced in organic and inorganic

chemistry and instrument analysis, and was responsible for insuring that the BLUE MARSH

laboratory was properly equipped and staffed.
